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TEST JUDGES’ EYES. 

“It wouldn’t be a bad idea if the judges 
who preside at the various race tracks in 
this state had their eyes tested,” says 
W. C. Vreeland, veteran Turf writer, in 
his column in The Brooklyn Eagle, May 30. 
This suggestion is capital, good, but it 
should not be circumscribed to New York. 
Since it is through his eyes that the judge 
of racing gets the basis for his decision, 
it goes without saying that each judge, 
to be worthy of the name and the position, 
must have faultless vision. Since the 
judge is deciding winners and losers for 
the patrons of the race courses, it is the 
right of the public to expect perfect eye- 
sight, capacity for clear and quick think- 
ing, and honesty of purpose. It should 
be required of each judge, and likewise of 
each steward, that he come, at the opening 
of each meeting, with a certificate of 
perfect eyesight obtained from a qualified 
examiner designated by the Turf’s govern- 
ors for the state in which the judge is to 
serve. 


LIGHTLY PUNISHED. 

The disposition of racing stewards for 
some time has been to lightly punish jock- 
eys and it has not worked well. At Bain- 
bridge Park, June 1, H. J. Clements was 
suspended only for the remainder of the 
meeting for having grabbed the bridle of 
a horse passing his mount. The employ- 
ment of such tactics by any rider should, 
as the rules prescribe, draw complete 
banishment from the Turf. It is the foul- 
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est of foul riding, since it is done deliber- 
ately and with intent to defraud. 


REIGH COUNT'S PICTURE. 


The picture of Reigh Count on the first 
page of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
was taken at Newmarket, England, in 
May, by Leonard S. Sutcliffe, the noted 
photographer of horses, whose home and 
office is at Lexington. This is an excel- 
lent likenes of the 4-year-old son of *Sun- 
reigh—Contessina by Count Schomberg, 
who, by his victory in the Coronation Cup 
at Epsom June 6, has retrieved the pres- 
tige lost through three previous defeats, 
since the horse nearest him at the finish of 
the mile and one-half over the Derby 
course was Athford, which had been the 
winner of two of the races in which Reigh 
Count was defeated. Reigh Count’s time 
was two-fifths of a second faster than 
Trigo’s time in the Derby, and further, 
Athford is own brother to the Derby win- 
ner. Now, as the saying goes, “hold 
everything” until we hear the result of the 
Ascot Gold Cup race, two and one-half 
miles, June ‘20. 


SHOCKING. 


After telling in a pre-Derby cablegram 
from London about the millions of dollars 
to change hands on the outcome of the 
great event, decided June 5 so disappoint- 
ingly to the backers of favorites, Robert 
Welles Ritchie said in The Cincinnati 
Enquirer: 

“In view of this circumstance, perhaps 
American anti-racing champions will be 
shocked to read that Sunday night the 
Bishop of Guildford held an open-air serv- 
ice at Epsom in what will be the betting 
ring tomorrow; vestmented choirboys, 
temporary altar and all.” 

It does not take so much as that to 
shock our anti-racing champions. The 
mere sight of a race course admission 
ticket dangling from one’s coat lapel will 
throw them into a fit bordering on despair 
quicker than a cigarette between the lips 
of a school girl. 


SHAMROCKS SPREAD. 

English racing this season appears to 
be festooned with Shamrocks, noting that 
each of the first three classics of the Brit- 
ish Turf—the One Thousand Guineas, the 
Two Thousand Guineas and the Derby— 
and some good races in between, have been 
won by horses bred in Ireland; and lo, and 
behold, the Derby was won by a horse bred 
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and owned in Ireland by an Irishman and 
trained, too, by an Irishman. 


THE DOG RACE VERDICT. 

Awaiting the outcome of a trial by jury 
of its general manager, H. M. Foster, the 
dog track at Fairfield, near Dayton, Ohio, 
was dark for a week. The jury disagreed, 
and court officials announced that they 
had no disposition to go further in the 
effort to find out whether the gaming 
statutes of the state had been violated 
through the “contribution” and “refund” 
system of wagering. Accordingly the 
track was reopened in the evening of June 
3, at a time when Governor Myers Y. 
Cooper, who inaugurated the movement to 
close the track, was out of the state. Com- 
menting upon the situation, The Cincinnati 
mnquirer’s Columbus correspondent said: 

“In the Governor's absence, 1t is not ex- 
pected subordinates are to take any action. 
What is to be evolved after the Governor 
returns is another matter. 

“The first trial of Foster resulted in a dis- 
agreement and there is no disposition to try 
him again. 

“The gossip among politicians has been 
that the Madison and Geauga County of- 
ficials were elected on a pledge not to inter- 
fere with racing as conducted under present 
plans. They had not planned to take any 
steps until Governor Cooper intervened and 
insisted on action. There are two alterna- 
tives that remain to the Governor. He may 
direct the Attorney-General to conduct 
special grand juries or he may employ force 
to stop alleged law violators. Refusal of 
a jury to convict is the rock upon which the 
crusade against the dog races broke. 

“There is an impression here that Gover- 
nor Cooper has done all that he could to stop 
the races and that he is to have nothing 
further to say. The controlling matter is 
local public sentiment and it appears to be 
more favorable to gaming in the rural areas 
than it is in the cities. 

‘It is said to be significant that punch 
boards and dice games at cigar stores and in 
pool rooms are all but unknown in the larger 
cities and that such games thrive in the 
smaller cities and in the villages and in 
country places. 

“Another cause for favorable local senti- 
ment is the fact that communities in which 
the tracks are situated get a substantial pay- 
ment from the operators. This has a strong 
appeal to the taxpayers.” 


CLASSICS. , 


In selecting the name American Classic 
for its principal race for 3-year-olds, the 
American National Jockey Club did some- 
thing that has created discussion. There 
are some, generally those connected with 
the older racing organizations, who regard 
it somewhat in the nature of a trans- 
gression, holding that no “new” race can 
rightfully be called a “classic.” This 
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naturally brings up the question: “what is 
a classic, in the Turf sense?” A classic, 
in any sense, is something belonging to the 
first class or the first rank; something 
that is authoritative as a model or exem- 
plar; something that is standard. Ruskin 
said: “I use the word classic in its own 
sense of senatorial, academic and authori- 
tative.” ; 

In this country there has never been 
any official designation of races as “‘class- 
ics,” and there is not likely to be, since it 
clearly is not within the province of any 
of the several Turf governing bodies to 
say definitely what events shall bear the 
title. In England the press and the public 
refer to five races—the One Thousand 
Guineas, Two Thousand Guineas, Derby, 
Oaks and St. Leger—as the classics. In 
France similar events also are referred 
to as such. In Canada, the King’s Plate, 
at Woodbine Park, the oldest race in North 
America to have been annually run with- 
out interruption, is that country’s classic. . 

In the United States, the Kentucky 
Derby has been most frequently referred 
to, possibly, as a classic, but yet there are 
other races—the Latonia Derby, the Bel- 
mont Stakes the Preakness Stakes, the 
Withers Stakes, the Travers Mid-summer 
Derby, the Kentucky Oaks, the Dwyer 
Stakes, the Alabama Stakes principally— 
to come under the title. 

The American Classic is to have its first 
running at Arlington Park July 13 next. 
The distance is one and one-quarter miles, 
and the added money value is $60,000. 
Also there is a gold trophy valued at 
$5,000. If the winner should have won 
either the Preakness Stakes, the Kentucky 
Derby or the American Derby his owner 
will receive $10,000 additional. In a money 
sense, if not otherwise, it already has rank 
a classic. 


TREMENDOUS THRONG. 

Col. “Timmie” Hay, general manager 
of the Washington Park Jockey Club, is 
making preparations for the entertain- 
ment of 75,000 persons to witness the run- 
ning of the American Derby at the Home- 
wood plant June 15. Parking space for 
9,000 automobiles has been provided. If 
this expectation is realized it can be taken 
in the nature of further emphasis of the 
popularity of racing in the United States, 
which is rapidly approaching the stage of 
popularity existing in England, France 
and Australia, in which countries the 
crowds at the courses on the days for 
running of “big” events are simply 
enormous,

ON BUYING LAND. 


John D. Rockefeller was able, by payment of the 
sum total of $825,000 to the owners of small properties. 
to take into his estate in the Poeantico Hills district 
the entire village of Eastview, N. Y.. giving him a 
holding there of some 8,000 acres, and causing the 
village to cease to be as of June 1. James B. Haggin 
had in his Elmendorf estate near Lexington some 
11,000 acres when he died, but there were a few near 
neighbors who would not sell him their property. 
The fine Spring Hill Farm of Johnson N. Camden, 
home of the Hartland Stud of Thoroughbreds, near 
Versailles, Ky., is on three sides of a small place 
owned by an estimable “darkey.” Senator Camden 
has never bought it because the owner says he has 
good neighbors and might not be so fortunate should 
he sell the property and move away.” Wallisam Ward 
owns a small farm on Tron Works Pike, near Lex- 
ington, It adjoins Dixiana, purchased from the 
James Cox Brady estate by Charles T. Fisher. Re- 
cently Mr. Ward was asked if he would take $600 
per acre for it. He replied in the negative. Then he 
was offered $100,000. This he refusd also. He was 
asked to price it. This he declined to do, saying 
that he is well satisfied in his home; that he and his 
wife know of no place that would better suit them; 
that they have no children and no need for more 
money, therefore no occasion to quit the place in 
which they have been happy for vears, just) beeause 
some other person has taken a fancy to the land. So 
here in Kentucky it is not as easy to buy the home 
places of some of the people as Mr. Rockefeller’s 
agents found it at Kastview. 


WINNING COLORS? 

Answering an inquiry as to what the “fashionable 
colors will be in the fall,” Frederick J. Haskin, from 
his information bureau in Washington savs he is ad- 
vised that “independence blue will) lead, reddish 
browns and wood shades come next, then dark green 
and claret,” and that “black will be fashionable, es- 
pecially when combined with the new shades.” So 
there you have the “dope” on the colors that are 
most likely to be frequently in front in the autumn, 
if it can be taken that the Haskin information is to 
apply to the Turf. 


THE ACE TO COME AGAIN. 
The Ace, which Ralph Beaver Strassburger has 
nominated by cablegram from France to the Grand 
National Steeplechase to be run in the autumn at 
Belmont Park, is no stranger to this country. By 
Hollister, out of Foreshore, he is 7 years old and was 
over here two vears ago, but he did not start in the 
event for which he has just been nominated and 
which for the last two runnings has been won by 
Jolly Roger. The race is to be three miles and will 
have a value of approximately $45,000. The Ace 
started in the Grand National at Liverpool last 
Mareh, but fell in an early stage of the race. 


BOOJUM. 


The morning after Boojum, 2-vear-old bay colt 
by John P. Grier—Elf, bred and owned by Harry 
Payne Whitney, made his winning first) appearance 
under colors, at Belmont Park, June 1, Bryan Field 
said, in The New York Times: “Unquestionably 
Boojum is one of the best juveniles of the year— 
perhaps the best—another indication to this effect 
being that he is handled by the young Rowe, rather 
than the youthful Freddy Hopkins, who has been 
doing some good work with the second flight of 


Whitney horses. Moreover, James Rowe, Sr., saddled 
the colt, something the veteran is doing more rarely 
these days, with his son and Hopkins as able 
assistants.” 

Max Hirsch, fer one of his patrons, offered $100,000 
for Boojum several days ago, and it was refused, 

The Morning Telegraph. discussing the name of 
this colt says it is from Lewis Caroll’s “The Hunting 
of the Snark,” and the passage in which it occurs is as 
follows: 

“Although common snarks do no manner of harm, 

I feel it my duty to say 
Some are Boojums,” the Bellman broke off in alarm. 
For the Banker had fainted away. 

A Boojum, then, is something to be dreaded, for 
Carroll’s fancy is set down in effect that anyone look- 
ing upon a Boojum immediately passes out, so to 
speak, 


TWELFTH CENTURY DESCRIPTION. 

This pen picture comes down from William Fitz- 
stephen, writing in London during the twelfth cen- 
tury: “When a race is to be run by horses strong and 
vigorous for the course, the people raise a shout. 
The jockeys, who are boys expert in the management 
of horses, which they regulate by means of curb 
bridles, sometimes by threes and sometimes by twos, 
as the match is made, prepare themselves for the 
contest. Their chief aim is to prevent a competitor 
from getting before them. The horses, too, after 
their manner, wre eager for the race; their limbs 
tremble, and, impatient of delay, they eannot stand 
still; upon the signal being given they stretch out 
their limbs, hurry on to the course and are borne 
along with unremitting speed. The riders, inspired 
with the love of praise and the hope of victory, clap 
spurs to their fleeing horses, lashing them with whips 
und inciting them by their shouts.” 


A MATTER OF CONDITION. 

“Persons who remember what an unprepossessing 
colt Chestnut Oak was when he came this way from 
Kentucky were astonished when he = stepped that 
dazzling seven furlongs in front of Igloo, Battleship 
Gray, Aquaplane and Baron King a week ago Wed- 
nesday. They hadn't thought it possible for a trainer, 
even of the finished skill of John Loftus, to bring him 
up so quickly.”—O’Neil Sevier in Daily Running 
Horse, June 1. 

We offer the suggestion that perhaps those persons 
who were so astonished were not horsemen, able to 
recognize “condition” when seeing it; that also they 
were unaware that Chestnut Oak was trained along 
with the Hal Price Headley horses at Beaumont 
Farm during the early spring at the request of John 
Loftus, and that when he went to New York from 
Kentucky he was “ready,” as the trainers say, for 
what remained to be done by way of preparation. 


The Three D’s Stable horses were shipped from 
Louisville to Aqueduct and have been winning at 
Belmont Park. Fred D. (Highpockets) MeKlroy, is 
the trainer of record, but Charles I. (Boots) Durne!ll 
is there supervising the work, It is said the Messrs. 
Waggoner were invited to send the horses to the 
metropolitan tracks with the understanding that the 
unjustifiably long ban again Durnell will be lifted. 
There was never a ruling against him in New York, 
and there is nothing now in the records against him. 
He just wasn't given a license years ago because he 
had had a row with a person who could prevent 
favorable action on an application for a license. 
Punishment is one thing, and persecution is another, 
In Durnell’s case it seems to have been persecution 
and the powers now are said to recognize this as true.

The first of these was 
in the Lingfield Handicap, one mile straightaway, on 
the grass, at) Lingfield, April 6. when he finished 
eleventh. The next was in the Newbury Spring Cup 
Handicap Plate, one mile, ig lightaway, on the grass, 
at’ Newbury, April 13, and he finished ninth. ‘Then 
on May 11, at Kempton Park, he finished fourteenth 
in the race for the Great Jubilee Handicap, one mile 
and a quarter, on the grass. 

Had he not met with interference this race, 
it was the judgment of a number of Inglish racing 
observers his position at the finish would have been 

vastly improved, There were intimations that the 
“Invader” might fare better should he be ridden” by 
a jockey better acquainted with English courses than 
is Chick Lang, his regular pilot) on the American 
courses last vear, who rode Sn in each of the thre:

Whether or not Trainer Michell’s action was in 
the nature of aeceptance of the suggestion from those 
British writers is not at this time known on this side 
of the Atlantic, but the facet remains that J. Childs, the 
King's jockey, was in the saddle when Reigh Count 
came driving down the long hill to the finish over 
the Derby course a head before Athford. who had 
heen the winner of both the Newbury Cup and the 
Great Jubilee Handicap.

The third horse at the finish was Plantago, which 
had been defeated, three parts of a length. by Poor 
Man for the Manchester Cup. The betting was 
10 to 1 on Reigh Count, 9 to 4 Athford and 5 to 1 
Plantago. 


Reigh Count’s next appearanee will be in’ the 
race for the Ascot Gold Cup, two and one-quarter 
miles, June 20, at the Royal Ascot meeting. After 
that, Mrs. John D. Hertz, his owner, has announced, 
2eigh Count will be returned to America and will 
be shown at Arlington Park in July. but not raced, 
according to Trainer Michell. He is to enter the 
stud at Leona Stock Farm next season. 

Chick Lang has taken passage and is now on the 
way to New York from England, and Childs has 
been asked to accept the mount of Reigh Count in 
the race at Ascot. 


TRIGO WINS EPSOM DERBY 


KLDOM me miioned i 
advance of the one hundred and fiftieth run- 
ning of the Derby at Epsom June 5, Trigo, quoted 
by bookmakers at the start of the race at 33 to 1, 
galloped to the finish of the mile and a half course 
triumphantly in front of twenty-five other runners 
for the “blue ribbon of the Turf” and the approxi- 
mately $57,800 in money to his Irish breeder-owner, 
D. W. Herne tt. a Belfast grain merchant. Trigo was 
trained by Richard C. Dawson, an Inishman, and was 
ridden by J. Marshall, on whom the Wootten stable 
has first call, 

The throng present for the race was estimated con- 
servatively to have been 500,000, while some publi- 
cations made it as mueh as a million. There was a 
light drizzle of rain, as has happened before, and 
heavier downpours, too, af this event, but the people 


and writings 


in their enthusiasm on the great sporting occasion 
were unmindful of the weather. Their ardor was 
dampened only by the utter displacement of the 


favorites (Mr. Jinks, Cragadour and Hunter's Moon), 
Which meant triumph and enrichment of the book 
makers. Vast stuns of money, running into 
of thousands of pounds sterling, had been staked ¢ 
the event in England and in all parts of the Sritich 
Empire, 

King George, due to his illness, was. for the. first 
fime im many vears, unable to attend, but. the royal 
family was represented by the Prince of Wales and 
his sister, Princess Mary, and her husband, Viseount 
Lascelles, and. thinking the other extreme of 
Kngland’s populace. the gvpsies sand— the 
mongers were there in full foree, as usual 

Next behind the winner at the finish of the raee, 
whieh was done in 2:26 2-5. was Lord Woolavington’s 
Walter Gay, trained by Fred Darling, ridden by J. 
Fox, and quoted at 100 to 8. a length and a half back 
The third horse was Somerville Tattersalls Brienz. 
trained by J. Lawson and ridden by R. Jones. his 
price being 50 to 1.) The fourth horse was Lord 
Derby's Hunter's Moon, trained by Frank Butters 
and ridden b® T. Weston. 

Hunter’s Moon set the pace from the start. Go- 
ing up the slight ineline for the first half mile he 
was pursued by Gav Dav. Barbizon. Trigo, En Garde 
and Le Voleur. Posterity, owned by Mrs. CC. Glor- 
ney, an American, was last. Posterity and P. D. Q, 
property of Gordon Selfridge, the other Ameriean 
owner represented in the race, were slow to get going 
at the start 

Passing the mark of the six furlongs. Hunter’s 
Moon held the lead by a length, with Trigo, Tom 
Peartree, Rattlin’ the Reefer, Brienz and Walter Gav 
in close order.

around Tattenham Corner, alwavs 
a hard turn, Trigo came into his own. The hand- 
some, sturdy Trish colt made a bid that was not to 
be denied. He headed Hunter’s Moon, and as they 
dashed down the hill toward the finish, a furlong 
away, Lord Derby’s colt was beaten, but not dis- 
Cragadour had been close up, too, at the

Trigo is own brother to Athford, a good winner 
for three seasons, including 1929. Trigo raced only 
in Ireland as a 2-vear-old, making five starts under 
the training of J. T. Rogers and winning the Phoenix 
Plate of $5,900 and the Anglesey Stakes of $2.360. 
In this latter race he went to the post at 6 to 100. 
During the winter Trigo entered Dawson's stable. 
Dawson is one of the owners of Blandford, and is a 
superior conditioner of racehorses. This season he 
won the Berkshire Handicap and was ninth in the 
Two Thousand Guineas, won by Mr. Jinks. His 
great objective now is the St. Leger Stakes (1 mile 
6 furlongs 132 yards) at Doncaster, Wednesday, 
September 11. He inherits from his sire stout stav- 
ing blood. Desmond, who was his dam’s grandsire, 
was a stout horse himself. Stella, his fourth dam, 
was by Necromancer, and was the dam of Flying 
Orb, Bannagroe, Blakestown and Glensky, the last 
named two being by Lesterlin, the sire also of Fairy- 
land. A number of stout horses belong to the line, 
including Gladiator, Rosebery and Your Majesty. 


Why Midlothian Did Not Run. 


The rule which the English Jockey Club passed 
this vear doing away with the voiding of nomina- 
tions to stakes on the death of the nominator affects 
only those made after May 9, 1929, so that nomina- 
tions made to the Derby, Oaks, St. Leger, Manches- 
ter Cup, Coronation Cup, Ascot Gold Cup and other 
races prior to that date by Lord Rosebery were 
voided by his death on May 21. Thus it was that 
Midlothian did not start for the Derby June 5, nor 
Kitty Fisher for the Oaks on June 7, and Midlothian 
will not. start in the St. Leger, nor Camelford in the 
other races mentioned. 

The new rule reads as follows: 

“Entries and subscriptions made after May 9, 1929, 
shall not become void on the death of the person in 
whose name they are made or taken, and all rights, 
privileges, and liabilities that could have attached to 
the deceased person, had he or she been alive, shall 
attach to his or her personal representative.” 

After this rule is fully effective. it will not be 
necessary to declare off bets in cases of death of a 
nominator, as was done this vear in the matter of 
Midlothian for the Derby. Bets on this son of Son- 
in-Law—Lammermuir were numerous, and there was 
one of $50,000 to $5,000 taken before the colt ran so 
well in the Newmarket Stakes, wherein he was third, 
narrowly defeated, to Hunter’s Moon and Mr. Jinks. 

The holder of Midlothian’s ticket in the Stock Ex- 
change Sweepstakes on the Derby, however, got 


nothing back. There is no voiding of transactions in 
the various “sweeps” on the Derby. It transpired that 
the holder of this ticket had sold a quarter share for 
$3.750 to a syndicate of bookmakers formed to pur- 
chase interests in “sweeps” tickets. The syndicate lost 
that amount, and would have lost more had_ the 
holder of the ticket accepted on the Saturday before 
Lord Rosebery’s death the syndicate’s offer of $12,500 
for another quarter share. The ticket owner was 
holding out for $15,000. 

Lord Dalmeny, son of Lord Rosebery, has succeeded 
to the Rosebery Earldom, and since he is a popular 
sportsman and ready a member and a steward of the 
Jockey Club it is expected that he will carry on the 
breeding establishment and continue racing after 
the fashion of his father.

A BOLD CHARGE. 

There appeared in Daily Running Horse (New 
York), control of which is held by the proprietors of 
Daily Racing Form, on Friday, June 7, in an article 
written by Harold F. Walsh, the charge that a jockey 
ring is operating at Latonia, and it is presented in 
such a way as would seem to claim the immediate 
attention of the governors of racing in Kentue ky, 
especially so since the genial Polk Laffoon is Chair- 
man of the State Racing Commission and likewise 
President of the Latonia Jockey Club. Mr. Walsh, 
in saying that there are four stewards in the stand 
at Latonia, is in error. Judge Charles F. Price‘is at 
Washington Park, leaving the Latonia stand in charge 
of Messrs. Sam C. Nuckols, Tom C. Bradley and 
Elijah Hogg. It is a “political stand,” and conspicu- 
ously weak; but here is the article referred to: 

“Down at Latonia, familiarly known to racegoers 
as Death Valley, the jockeys and certain cliques ap- 
parently have a strangle hold upon the races. 


“Over at Lexington and Churchill Downs some 


little attention was given to the work of Jockeys 
Crump, Heupel, Fronk, Lauscher, Dubois, Connelly, 
Lilley, Pichon and Pascuma and some of the younger 


boys who have been taught to be smart by these old- 
timers. But at Latonia, which is running true to 
form, the lid seems to be off, and this gang of smart 
horsemen monopolize the mounts in practically 
every race, Many of them have been in trouble with 
the officials from time to time, but have managed to 
get somebody to square things for them. 

“Only a few days of the meeting have gone by, but 
a glance at the reports leads one to imagine that the 
racegoer has not seen the worst of the work as yet. 

“Four stewards grace the stand at this meeting, 
which is one more than usually oversee the racing, 
but there is little hope that anything worth while 
will come from this extra man. However, there is a 
Kentucky State Racing Commission with the power 
to step in and put a stop to the unhealthy condition 
that has been prevailing at this course for several 
Vears past. Now, while the meeting is young, would 
be a good time to slap some of the tricksters down.” 
DAN CONNELLY AGAIN, 
June 7, the date of the pub- 
lication of the foregoing article in Daily Running 
Horse, which at that time had not reached Latonia, 
the stewards suspended jockey Dan Connelly, and 
The Cincinnatt Enquirer tells of it as follows: 

“Jockey Connelly, astride Princess Carolyn, almost 
put Nim the Nymph over the fence on the far turn 
in the sixth race. The stewards questioned Connelly 
who must have expressed his mind, for they an- 
nounced that Connelly had been suspended ten days 
for rough riding and fined $100 for talking back. The 
official ruling said ‘for improper conduct after the 
running of the race when being questioned by the 


stewards,’ ” 

Connelly is one of those referred to by Harold 
Walsh as “having been in trouble with the officials 
from time to time, but have managed to get some- 
body to square things for them.” Connelly, like Jake 
Heupel, has enjoyed what, in the language of the 
street, would be called a “powerful drag” in Ken- 
tucky for a long time. He even was able to have 
Sewell Combs, President of the Kentucky Association 
and member of the State Racing Commission, go to 
the front for him and to employ him until he did 
something that caused a severance of stable con- 
nections, but even so he was able this vear to get a 
license in Kentucky as usual and has ridden some 
for Mr, Combs. 

Kentucky, in a racing way, is on trial, and no ring 
of jockeys nor group. of politicians behind them 
should be permitted to blacken the name of this

ANSWER TO STATE’S SUIT. 


Attorneys for the Latonia 
Downs, Inc., and the dissolved Kentucky Jockey 
Club June 6 entered general denial to all allega- 
tions made in the State of Kentucky’s suit at Louis- 
ville seeking to put the racing organizations out of

petition and made three motions. 
Judge Barrett set June 18 as the date for argu-

First—Abatement of the suit insofar as it affects 
the Latonia Jockey Club, on the grounds that the 
court has no jurisdiction in the ease. 
Second—To strike from the State’s petition all 
paragraphs relating to the operation of pari-mutuel 
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machines ynd to the alleged attempt of the racing 
organizations to control both political parties. 

Third—To transfer the suit from the equity div- 
ision back to Judge Dailey’s court. 


The lawyers entered a general demurrer to the 
suit, on the ground that it stated no facts sufficient 


tO Support a Cause of action, <A special demurrer 
was made to the sections of the petition relating to 
the alleged efforts to control politics and the para- 
graphs referring to the operation of pari-mutuel 
mnachines, 

The answer, filed after the various motions and 
demurrers had been presented, denied that the racing 


organizations had usurped any power not granted 
them specifically by their charters and by law. The 
answer also made a denial that a new racing corpor- 


ation, replacing the Kentucky Jockey Club, had been 
organized in order to avoid the relief sought by the 


State in its original suit. The State, im its petition, 
charged that this was the motive behind the for- 
mation of the American Turf Association. 

The racing organizations, in their answer, deny 
they have engaged in a hazard or a lottery. The 
answer, similar in form to the reply to the State's

Through the last eighth Sweet Verbena, 
owned by T. T. Pendleton, racing in the name of The 
Lone Star Stable, though recently changed to Prince- 
ton Stable, and ridden by Jockey J. Maiben, wore 
down the leaders and won by a neck from Aquastella, 
who had a length and one-half the better of W. L.

BLUE LARKSPUR’S BELMONT STAKES. 


Col. E. R. Bradley’s grand 3-vear-old, Blue Lark- 
spur, by Black Servant, out of Blossom Time, by 
*North Star IIL, in winning the highly-coveted Bel- 
mont Stakes, the feature of the card at Belmont 
Park June 8, leaves no room for argument as to his 
superiority over the Thoroughbreds of his age in 
America, It was the sixty-first running of the event. 

It had rained at Kei:mont Park for twelve hours 
prior to the race, and the footing was muddy, more 
slippery, perhaps, than muddy, yet -eight colts 
answered the call to colors, all carrying level weights 
at 126 pounds. In the betting Biue Larkspur and 
George D. Widener’s Jack High opened equal choices 
at 7 to 5, the former closing at 6 to 5 and the latter 
at 9 to 5. Dr. Freeland, the Preakness Stakes win- 
ner, owned by Walter J. Satmon, und African, prop- 
erty of R. ‘TV. Wilson, which finished third in the 
Preakness, both being trained by T. J. Healey, were 
coupled as an entry at odds of 5 to 1. Beacon Hill. 
representative of the Harry Payne Whitney string, 
was 10 tol; W.S. Wilmers Sun Hatter was 30 to 1; 
Mrs. K. E. Hitt’s Sunvir, 40 to 1, and Rosedale 
Stable’s Live Oak 50 to 1, at the opening, their 
prices advancing by closing time, 

The horses were at the post two minutes, Mars 
Cassidy letting them oft to a good, slow start, with 
Heacon Hill going into the lead as Mack Garner 
quickly took back the rushing Blue Larkspur and 
wopped him in cn the rail, letting Beacon Hill, 
Jack High and African make the running, until the 
first mile had been traveled. Then Garner begen 
moving up and in the stretch he sent the Bradley 
colt past the leaders with a grand rush, opening a 
gap of three lengths. Here African chatlenged, but 
Blue Larkspur stood him off and wen by «a length, 
with Jack High five lengths back of African and 2 
length and a half in front of Beacon Hill. The 
other four had never figured in the contest except 
to be present and running, and they finished, strung 
out, in the order named: Sunvir, Live Oak, Sun 
Hatter and Dr. Freeland. 

The time for the mile and a half was 2:32 2-5. 
The Belmont Park record for this distance is 
2:28 4-5, made by Man o’ War, September 11, 1920, 
with 118 pounds up. The distance of the event was 
increased to one mile and a half in 1926, when Cru- 
sauder won in 2:32 1-5, Chance Shot won in 1927 in 
2:32 2-5 and Vito last vear won in 2:33 1-5. The 
weights carried by each of these also was 126 pounds, 
so it can readily be seen how sterling a performance 
was that of the Bradley colt. 

Col. Bradley was all smiles as he led in the win- 
ner after the finish, and he bowed in response to the 
cheers of the vast throng. It was a very popular 
victory. 

As this is written it has not been definitely de- 
termined that Blue Larkspur will be sent to Chicago 
for the American Derby at Washington Park, June 15. 
Col. Bradley wants him to win the Lawrence Real- 
ization at Saratoga and the Latonia Championship 
Stakes in the autumn, and he will now use the colt 
entirely with those two attractive events as_ his 
objectives. 

It is the owner’s intention to retire Blue Larkspur 
at the end of the present season and use him as a 


stock horse, though this, of course, is subject to 
change. 
The value of the Belmont Stakes to the winner 


was $59,650, so that Blue Larkspur for the eleven 
starts of his career has earned a total of $156,520. 
He has won seven races, been once second, once 
third and twice unplaced. The impression now pre- 
vails that he was short when he ran for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Blue Larkspur’s pedigree is on page 12, 
Tue Bioop-Horsrt No. 10.

ABOUT GREY THOROUGHBREDS. 


Ely Buel, of Rochester, N. Y., was in Lexington 
a few days ago and was unsuccesful in locating a 
suitable grey yearling or 2-vear-old or 3-year-old. 
Readers of Tur Brioop-Horst who have any such, 
regardless of sex, might find it to their advantage to 
communicate with Mr, Buel at his Rochester address, 
Which is East Avenue Postoffice. It may be inter- 
esting in this connection to know that in the course 
of an article Bailey’s Magazine, Condon) for 
March, 1905, C. M. Prior, advanced the first syste- 
matic proof that every grey has at least one grey 
parent, and he demonstrated that the 28 grey brood- 
mares found in Volume 19 of the General Stud Book 
trace back without a break in the continuity of grey 
until the first known grey ancestor is reached. 

J. B. Robertson, in an article appearing in The 
British Bloodstock Review (London), 1914, says: “In 
the early history of the Thoroughbred there were 
many individual sources of grey, but at the present 
time only two grey ancestors of the Thoroughbred 
have grey descendents. These horses are Aleock’s 
Arabian (also known as Mr, Pelham’s Grey Arab) 
and the Brownlow Turk. Both were imported in the 


early years of the cighteenth century, and without 
exception every grey Thoroughbred in the world has 
inherited the inhibitory factor which is the cause of 
greyness from one or both of these sources 
an unbroken line of grey ancestors.

It is possible that he was raced at western meetings 
which were not brought into the records by the pub- 
lishers of Goodwin's Guide and Daily Racing Form, 
which constitute the compendium of summaries and 
charts now available for reference. 

Kenilworth was bred at Rancho Del Paso, Sacra- 
mento, California, by the late James B. Haggin, 
und was sold by him to the late Green B. Morris, 
who raced him in the early part of his 2-vear-old 
form and sold him to W. H. Ketcheman. His next 
owner was Harry Stover, and his last racing was done 
in the name of the Kenilworth Stock Farm. -As a 2- 
vear-old he won the Carnarsie Stakes at Aqueduct. 
At three he won the Inauguration Handicap at Tan- 
foran Park. The same vear (March 29, 1901) Kenil- 
worth, ridden by Nash Turner, at 112 Ibs., in a match 
race with Yellow Tail, Winnie O’Connor, 110 Ibs. 
and 4 years old, at 6 furlongs over the Tanforan 
track, led all the way and won by half a length in 
1:14. On April 5 of the same year, he carried 107 
Ibs. and set a new Tanforan track record for 6 fur- 
Jongs at 1:124%. As a 5-vear-old he won the Opening 
Handicap at Oakland, and that same year he further 
displaved his speed by running a mile in 1:39%, 
with 111 Ibs. up, a new track record for Ingleside 
Park. The following year, 1904, as a 6-year-old he 
carried 124 Ibs. and ran 6 furlongs at Ingleside in 
1:18%, which equaled the track record, held jointly 
by several horses, none of whom had earried more 


than 112 pounds. 
Kenilworth was a half-brother to Old England, 
who was by *Goldfinch. His grandam, Lizzie by 


Petrarch, was half-sister to Rose Bay, dam of Robert 


le Diable. Rose of Laneaster, aside from being 
own sister to Bend Or, was half-sister to Rose of 
York, grandam of Roi Herode. 


Kenilworth is the only stallion foaled prior to 1900 
having return of get for registration as late at 1927. 
He has a 2-vear-old named Blackworth, out of Trom- 
pita, by Von Tromp, as vet to race. 

Next oldest stallions in service are *McGee, foaled 
in 1900, antl Broomstick, foaled in 1901.

PAINTING OwNeED By H. Letau 

HE painting from which this picture was made is 

the property of H. Eugene Leigh and hangs in his 
home, 80 Avenue de Poissy, Maisons-Laffitte, France. 
A photograph was taken by Leonard S. Sutcliffe on 
the oceasion of his recent visit in France and Eng- 
land, and at that time Mr. Leigh was of the impres- 
sion that his painting is the only one of *Bonnie 
Scotland, grandsire of Ben Brush, in existence, but 
he has since written Mr. Sutcliffe: “I see where the 
wife of W .H. Jackson, former owner of the Belle 
Meade Stud, Nashville, Tenn. has a painting of 
*Bonnie Scotland—by an artist T never heard of.” 

From “The Horse-Breeder’s Guide and Hand 
Book,” published in 1883 by Sanders D. Bruce, comes 
the following history of this horse which was destined 
to leave so great an impression on the bloodstock 
of America: 

“*Bonnie Scotland, by Tago, son of Don John, win- 
ner of the St. Leger, in 1838, bred by Mr. W.T’Anson. 
foaled 1853, imported by Capt. Cornish into Boston 
in 1857, dam Queen Mary, dam of Balrownie; Hari- 
cot, dam of Caller Ou and Blink Bonny, dam of 
Blair Athol by Gladiator. *Bonnie Scotland was 
badly hurt at two vears old, but he came out when 
three vears old and started in four races, winning 
two, running second in one and unplaced in’ the 
other. He won the Liverpool St. Leger, twenty-three 
subscribers, 1 3-4 miles, beating Omar Pacha, Tom 
Thumb, and two others; was fourth in the Great 
Yorkshire Stakes at York, 176 subscribers, won by 
Fazzoletto, with Brother to Bird on the Wing second. 
Stork, third. He ran second to Warlock for the Don- 
caster St. Leger, 133 subscribers, twenty-five starters, 
St. Leger course. In this race he beat Ellington 
(winner of the Derby), Artillery, Rogerthorpe and 
others. He won the Doncaster Stakes, 1% miles. 
ninety-three subscribers. beating Ellington (the 
Derby winner), Brother to Bird on the Wing. Man- 
ganese, Alleppo, California and others. This was his 
last. race. 

“After his importation he was purchased by Messrs. 
Rbber and Kutz and taken to Ohio. There being few 
Thoroughbred mares in that State. he made no repu- 
tation; sired Maleolm, Dangerous and Ontario. He 
passed into the hands of E. A. Smith. when he got 
Frogtown, a capital good horse. Smith sold him to 
Experience 
From Parks he passed to 


Messrs. Parks, of Illinois, where he got 
Oaks and Nathan Oaks. 


the hands of Gen. W. G. Harding in 1872, and com- 
menced his brilliant career as a sire of winners. The 
first of his get were Belle of the Meade, an excellent 
two-year-old, and Bushwhacker, winner of the Bowie 
Stakes and the Great Long Island Stakes, both 
4-mile heats. 

“Although dead, he stands, in IS882. at the head of 
the winning sires, and his winning sons and daughters 
are a legion. The following, the most noted, will 
show his quality as a sire: Aranza, Brambaletta, 5 
furlongs, in 1:02%; 7 furlongs, 1:36; one mile and a 
furlong in 1:54, the fastest on record. Bye the Way, 
Bonnie Wood, Bramble, mile heats in 1:43, 1:44; 
1 1-8 miles, 118 pounds, 1:58; 2% miles, 4:01 3-4. 
Boardman, mile in 1:40%. Boatman, 115 pounds, 2 
miles, 3:34. Barret, three quarters in 1:14, the fastest 
on record; 1 1-8 miles, 118 pounds, in 1:56%. Ben 
Hill, Bonnie Carie, Baton Rouge, Belle of the High- 
lunds, 1 1-8 miles, in 1:55%.) Bve and Bye, Bush- 
whacker, 2 miles in 3:30; 4 miles, 7:31, 2-mile heats, 
3:36, 3:3646, 3:38%.

FOR HOME RULE 


In editorial comment. upon the matter of horse 
and dog race betting in Ohio, which is in’ progress 
under «a “contribution” and “refund” svstem at 
Bainbridge Park (horses) near Cleveland at 
Fairfield (dogs) near Dayton, The Ohio State Journal 
(Columbus), says: 

“Gov. Cooper has done all he can, apparently, 
to stop the West Jefferson dog races, with their 
open appeal to the gambling instinct. He has not 
the power to remove county. officials, except for 
liquor law enforcement. delinquencies, and the races 
are staged outside the municipal limits. The county 
officials have acted but a jury has refused to agree 
in the cases of persons arrested under the anti- 
gambling laws and that seems to end for the present 
the effort to enforee the laws and save foolish people 
from risking and generally losing their money. The 
governor is similarly handicapped in the matter of 
dealing with gambling at horse races. All he ean 
do is urge county prosecutors and sheriffs to set 
and, if they won't act or juries won't back them up 
the gambling goes on with or without camouflage 

“The dog races are more deplorable than the horse 
races because into the latter the element of snort 
enters and gambling is not the sole attraction. Very 
few people, we imagine, would care about watching 
dogs chase a mechanics! rabbit if they did not have 
monev up on the result. The dog race is purely a 
gambling device. Such a violation of law is. cer- 
tainly not in the public interest and Gov. Cooper was 
right in doing what he could to stop the West Jeffer- 
son performance. Still we do not believe the govern- 
or’s power over local communities and their officials 
should be extended or that what power he has should 
be utilized except perhaps in the most extreme cases 
We are for home rule and against the centralization 
of power. Let localities learn their own lessons and 
profit from their own mistakes. Meanwhile we urge 
Columbus people to stav away from the dog races 
and save their money for something useful.” 


Steve O’Donnell is planning to appear as a rider 
of steeplechase horses.
